The present chemistry build- 
ing was constructed in 1879 and 
was added to twice before 1900.

is the first completely new build- 
ing at the school since 1940. 

Although the old chemistry 
building is not in the most per- 
fect shape, it will be used for 
descriptive geometry as always. 
School officials have not decided 
as yet, what to do with the re- 
maining part of the building. 
However, many suggestions have 
been made about the uses of the 
rooms on the lower floors.
